A thin stream was directed npon the
Hames, however, aud In about one minute and a
half the fire was nearly extinguished, amid the

preceded it. These experimenta convinced every
one present thal this extingulshiey is al! that 19
clafwed for it and that if Kept in readiness i
our hotels, factories, theatres, and private dwell-
ices, o very large number of tires can be in-
ptantly checked
The principle of this apparatus is the appli-
cation of earbonlc acld gas to the (lames 80 as
to smother themn. o generate the gas the ex-
tinguigher Is filled with water, into which about
one pound of soda is thrown. A vial of sul-
phur {c acid is then fixed securely in the top of
the machine, and in order to generate the gas it
i only necessary Lo turn a serew at the top,
which breaks the bottle of acid, which, min-
gling with the soda, generates earbonic acld gas.

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Destructive Fire ln ibe Fifteenth Ward - The
Twmmense Cotton Mill of Jumes P Broner &
Sons in Halne Losa uver §900,0 00,

Abput 9 o'cliock this morning & fire broke out
in the third story of the new mill of Jumes P,
Hruner & Sows, altusted on the north o of
Hamilton streéet, betwoen Twenty-thind and
Twoenty-fourth streets, and In leas than one Honr,
the struoture, an alght-story briok, was in ruina.
The mill property extends Irom Twenty-third 1o
Twenty-fourth streets, running back to o smnall
street enlled Llnn. When In fall operation the
firm omploys about 500 hands, bit of late A4in-
culties bave surrounded the firm, and when the
fire ocenrred there were but about 100 or 150
hands employed.

The new builiding, the one destroyed, had o
frontage of abous 200 fost on Hamilton street,
bullt in the shape of the letter L, the smaller
portion running back. In tho third story of
this, in what is eallod the weaving-room, tho
fire orlgioated, tnt from what cause s not now
known., Thare were no hands employed in this

-

aadh L o

portion of the premises; those working ovenplod
the sceond, third, and fourth storles of the
Hamilton street front.  The first intimation they
had of the fire was the strong smell of smoke,
which was firgt perceivad by one of thelr num-
ber engaged on the fonrth story, who Imme-
diately ruehed down stairg and Informed the
engineer, who at once stopped the engine,

%he: flames specdlly worked their way np-
warde, and the upper floors giving way, the im-
mensge welght of machinety stored therain wos
precipitated earthward, covering all the lower
floors with them, togeitber with an lmmeose
mase of burning material, which soon served to
Kindle firce in wll the rooms. The wind blowing
strongly from the south served the purposes, as
it were, of a steam fan and aid the flery demon
in his work of destrnction. At 10 o'clock
the flames had  devoured the whole
interior, and went shootlng upwards towards
the sky, and half an hour therealter the Hame-
iltonn street wall fell with a deafening crash
into the street, carrying the roof with it, and
geattering fire-trands far and near. From the
start the firgmen, whoe were early on the ground,
saw that all attempts to save the new mill were
futlle, and therefore turned their attention to
tlie old building, of stone, rouch-enat, five stories
In height, Through thelr untiring exortions this
bullding was saved, The adjoining propertios
were nlso In lmminent danger or destraetion and
the constant applleation of water along saved
them, Running off Twenty-fourth street, be-
tween Homilton and Line stroets, I&8 o small
court called Mpring Mill alley, built up on either
side of three-story brick tenements; the ocou-
}i:lllu’n ol these were obliged to remove | their
urniture and other effects as speedlly as pos-
sible, there belng fears entertained that the
western wall of the mill wonld give way and
crush them,  Fortunately such was not the case.
The whole of the houses, however, are badly
damaged by water.  Fire Marshal Blackburia
was carly al the scene, but no clue as to the
origination of the fire has boen tound,

The loss sustained by the tirm 8 not ascer-
talnable, although they were all present. Thoy
state, however, that they are fully insnred; their
books, papers, ete. are all preserved, they being
siored fn the old bullding, Twenty-third strect
end. The firm consists of James I, H. Naglee
and J. ftanley Bruner. During the war they car-
ried on o very heavy business, and the property
just destroyed was the result of the secumilated
lnbors of yeard, OF Lite they have not been
manufacturing very extensively. For more (han
a year past (hey have not employed thelr full
compliment of hands, and but u short time aro
their female operatives struck In a body, they
asserting that they had not received their pay
for eome months previons, Rumors were also
current that an attachmesl was about being
made by the Bherlll; but for the truth of this we
do not vouch.

Had all the hands been ot work an immaense
loss of life would more than probubly have been
the result, as all communication was almaost in-
stantly eut off from the fourth, fifth, glxth, and
seventh stories.

The loss on machinery is In lt2elf a small for-
tune, the buillding baving been 1illed with the
moet Improved and valuable Kind, whilst the
siructure itself could not have been worth less
than $100,000,

The firm, although sustaining a total loss of
over $200,000, are fully insured ‘n Philadelphia,
